French Left Continues its 
Slow Advance North of Paris 


PARIS, Sept. 26—3:35 p. m.—Heavy ftirhting is in progress 
on both the east and west wings of the battle between the Allias—.— 
and Germans in France, according to the official announcement 
issued this afternoon by the French War Department. Following 
is the text of the communication : 

‘‘WTRST—On our left wing, between the Somme and the 
Oise, the battle continues very violently. Between the River 
Oise and Soissons our troops have advanced slightly. The 
enemy has not attempted an attack. 

‘‘Between Soissons and Rheims there has been no iin- 
portant change in the situation. 

‘“SECOND—On the center, between Rh@ms and Verdun, 
the situation also is unchanged. In the Woevre region the 
enemy has heen able to cross the River Meuse in the vicinity 
of St. Mihiel. but the offensive taken by our troops already 
has. to a large extent, thrown him back upon the river. 

‘<> the south of the Woevre region, our attacks have not 
ceased to progress. The Fourteenth German Army Corps has 
fallen back after having suffered great losses. 

‘“THIRD—On our right wing (in Lorraine and in, the 
Vosges) the effective German forces seem to have been re- 

duced. These detachments (of the enemy)’ which had at certain . 
points driven back our advance posts, have been repulsed by the 


entrance into action of our reserves.

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Germans Take Charge of the Defense 
of Cracow, 

LONDON, Sept. %.—Dispatches from 
Petrograd say the Germans have thrown 
three corps into Cracow in preparation 
for the Russian attack, which it is ex- 
pected will not be delayed much longer. 

The Russian capital, these dispatches 
say, has been advised that all traffic 
has been stopped between Rerlin and the 
Baltic ports of Danzig, Elbing and Stet- 
tin. 


This news has set experts to figuring 
on the possibility of a German descent 
on Russian territory by way of the 
Baltic.

Allies Shoot Spy Directing

drove the German line of communication toward the frogtier of Belgium. 

The German center has been weakened by the rush of troops from 
that position to meet the threatening movement of the allies, and two 
strong forces were engaged at close quarters yesterday between St. ~— 
tin and Tergnier.

LONDONs¢ Sept. 26.—In an Admiralty statement just issued 
on the sinking of the British cruisers Aboukir, Hogue and Cressy 
by a German submarint or submarines, in the North Sea, with a 
loss of nearly 60 officers and 1400 men, it is pointed out that the 
loss of two of the cruisers was due to their act of rushing to the 
assistance of the stricken vessel. 

The Admiralty establishes the rule that such affairs must be 
governed by the same laws as prevail in naval actions and that 
disabled ships must be left to their own resources rather than that 
other ships should be jeopardized by rescue work.

The Hogue and the Cressy, how- 
ever, were sunk because they proceeded 
to the assistance of their consort and 
remained with engines stopped, en- 
deavormg to save life, thus presenting 
an easy and certain target to further 
submarine attacks. 

“The natural prompting of humanity 
have in this case led to heavy losses 
which would have been avoided by strict 
adherence to military considerations.

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BOND ON CHARGE 
OF EMBEZZLEMENT 


Realty Dealer Lays Blame for 
Troubles on Dealings With 
Nicholls-Ritter Company. 


SAYS CREDIT WAS HURT 


He Declares Transactions With 
Rival Concern Stopped Work 
on Building. 


Richard F. Goodnow, presicent of the 
Goodnow Realty and Investment Co. 
surrendered himself yesterday afternoon 
at the Sheriff's office in the Municipal 
Courts Building and gave a $3000 bond to 
answer to the charge of embezzlement, 
as charged in the indictment returned 
against him yesterday morning, in whieh 
hé is accused of misappropriating $15,000 
placed in his hands by Almon A. Tucker 

Later at the office of his attorney, 
Simon S. Bass, he made a statement, in 
which he emphasized that he acted in 
the Tucker transaction as president of a 
corporation and was therefore not per- 
sonally responsible. He attributed his 
troubles to his former connection with 
the Nicholls-Ritter-Goodnow Realty Co., 
now bankrupt. Although his connection 
with that company ceased, the name 
had not been changed, and the publicity 
impaired his credit. Involuntary bank- 
ruptcy proceedings which were begun 
against his company precipitated a con- 
dition akin to a run on a bank, he said. 

Says Directors Did Not Help. 

He might, he said, have pulled through 
if the directors of his company had 
stood by him and helped. They re- 
ceived collectively $300 a month and were 
supposed to bring in business, but al! 
they did was to sit around and warm 
chairs and make themselves conspicu- 
ous, he said. 

He had turned over his home and ev- 
erything he possessed, he said, not be- 
cause he was personally responsible for 
the corporation’: obligations but because 
the corporation bore his name. 

His company, he said, paid the Nich- 
olls-Ritter Co. $8750 cash for its rental, 
repair and_insurance business, under the 
promise of C. C. Nicholis that he would 
not engage in business as a competitor 
iy: these lines for five years, but the 
next day after the transaction was com- 
pleted he said Nicholls started in busi- 
ness as a competitor. He had bought 
$5000 worth of Nichoils-Ritter stock. 
which was now of no value, and had 
lost $6266 on a loan. 

Declares He Acted in Good Faith. 

In the Tucker transaction Goodnow de- 
cjared he had acted in good faith and 
had tried to do the beast. Tucker 
turned over to him a check for $3000 
and notes for $12,000 on the cost of 
building an apartment on Von Versen 
avenue. The check was for taking up a 
$2500 deed of trust and paying architect 
fees. The reason he had not taken up 
the deed of trust, Goodnow said. was to 
rrotect Tucker from a lien. Tuckes was 
credited with the $15,00 on the com- 
rany’s books. The notes were hypotbe- 
cated, as is usual, he said A loan of 
$12,000 was to have been obtained on 
the building. The work has been pro- 
gressing, the building is three-quarters 
finished and $2100 has been paid on it. 
It was only when his credit was im- 
paired as a result of the Nicholis-Ritter 
revelations and the bankruptcy proceed- 
ings against the Goodnow company, im- 
pairing his credit, that he was unable 
t. complete the transaction, 

The directors of the Goodnow com. 
pany, Goodnow sais, were H. S. Merril! 
Jr, I’. A, Sharlach, Frank A. Haines, 
George W. Jones and himself. 

An attempt was -being made by the 
steckholders of the Goodnow company, 
he said, to so arrange its affairs as to 
permit it to continue in business. 


GOVERNORS’ CONFERENCE

WASBHINGTON, Sept. %.—The admin- 
istration war revenue bill went to the 
Senate today following its passage -in 
the House by an overwhelming vote. 
Consideration of the bill in the Senate 
awaits the action of the Finance Com- 
mittee, which already has begun paving 
the way for its speedy passage. 

The bill was adopted by a vote of 234 
to 135 in the House. With the single 
exception of Representative Copley of 
Illinois, a Progressive, every’, affirma- 
tive vote was cast by a Democrat, while 
the solid Republican minority voted 
against the bill, assisted by 11 Demo- 
crats. These Democrats were Represent- 
atives Calloway, Texas; Church, Cali- 
fornia: Hobson, Alabama; O’Hair, IIli- 
nois; Ragsdale, South Carolina: Sissons, 
Stephens and Witherspoon, Mississippi; 
Stevens, New Hampshire: Thompson, 
Oklahoma, and Wingo, Arkansas. 

As passed by the House, the bill im- 
poses an additional tax of W cents a 
barrel on beer; 3 cents a gallon on gas- 
oline; 20 cents a gallon on sweet wines, 
and 12 cents on dry wines, and stamp 
taxes on railr6ad and steamboat tick- 
ets, brokers’ contracts, insurance pol- 
icies, mortgages, telegraph and tele- 
phone messages and special taxes upon 
theaters, brokers, bankers, tobacco deal- 
ers and others.

OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 2.—The com- 
mander of the Canadian expeditionary 
force will be designated by Lord Kitch- 
ener. After the troops reach England 
the war office will disclose the name of 
the General who has been selected to 
lead them in battle and the Canadian 
Government will be.asked to ratify the 
nomination.

i novel, ‘‘Monsignhor Villarosa,’”’ has 
| taken a theme so much like the 
one lately treated by Winston Churchill 
that his work may fairly be called an 
Itallan parallel to ‘‘The Inside of the 
Cup.”” The attitude of the church toward 
industrial questions, toward modern 
scholarship, and toward divorce, {is per- 
haps as vital a matter in Italy as it is 
jin America, and the author has treated 
it from the viewpoint of \{beraligsm and 
modernism. 

In relation to modernism, or the move- 
ment known by that name within the 
Roman Catholic Church, the book al- 
most forsakes the character of a novel 
and takes the aspect of a historical 
treatise. No attempt is made to conceal 
the identity of some of the personages 
referred to, particularly the late Pope 
Pius X, the late Cardinal Rampolla and 
the English Jesuit, Father George Tyr- 
rell, to whose memory the book is dedi- 
cated. 

Mgr. Vitlarosa, hero of the story, is 
Bishop of Varese, Italy, and was, in his 
youth, a soldier of Garibaldi. An author’s 
note at the beginning of the story states 
that Varese is not the seat of a bishop- 
ric, that no Italian Bishop was in his 
youth a soldier of Garibaldi, and thut no 
riots, such as described in the book, ever 
took place in Varese. This rather metic-

ing separation, and it is all settled that 
the father is to take the children away 
to Germany and the mother ts to con- 
tinue “living her life.”

ulous statement, as to the elements of 
fiction in the book, leaves the impression 
that the author intended most of the re- 
mainder to pass for fact. If this is the 
case, the book presents a new view of 
Piux X in his attitude toward the com- 
mon people. It represents him as issu- 
ing a crushing pronunciamento against 
an agrarian movement, whose purpose 
was to give fairer conditions to the peas- 
ants of Lombardy. The genera! public 
knew the late Pope as the friend of the 
poor man, and no recorded act of his 
pontificate, so far as readers in this 
country recall, ever showed such indif- 
ference to the welfare of the poor as is 
shown in the purported pronunciamento. 
If there is any historical basis for this 
incident, another ‘‘author’s note” would 
appear to be In order. 

Mgr. Villarosa is shown, from the out- 
set of the story, as the champion of the 
peasants in their contest with the land- 
owners, and the exponent of religious 
views too broad to meet the approval 
of the Roman Curia. But in his attitude 
toward divorce, and divorced women, he 
is at first thoroughly orthodox, and he 
views with undissembled horror the 
young divorcee who makes her home 
near his palace, and who becomes af- 
fianced to hig favorite nephew. Later, 
through the young woman’s personal 
charm rather than through any process 
of reasoning, he abandons the view that 
divorced persons should never be per- 
mitted to remarry. His bestowal of a 
blessing on his nepgew and his nephew's 
bride scandalizes the church, and aids 
his ecclesiastical enemies in their ef- 
forts to crush him, 

In his account of Villarosa’s visit to 
Rome, the author seems deliberately to 
throw away an opportunity for dramatic 
effect. What that opportunity was, will 
appear to any reader of this book who 
has ever read Zola’s *‘Rome.’’ The Zola 
portrait of an interview between Pope 
Leo XIII and an author-priest, of dan- 
gerously liberal views, is unforgettable. 
A similar scene in this story, with Pius | 
X speaking for the authority of the 
papacy, might have been at least high- 
ly readable. But rhe author chose to let | 
Villarosa, even though a Bishop, fail 
in his effort to obtain an interview with 
the head of the church. 

The admirably drawn character of Vil- | 
larosa is well set off by that of Paolino. | 
his secretary, who is opposed to nearly 
every act and attitude of Villarosa, but 
whose essential loyalty prevents him 
from turning against him. Other ec-. 
clesiastical characters are shown in va- 
rious lights, and the author gives pains- 
taking attention to the personal charac- 
teristics of each, avoiding the mistake 
of supposing that men can be placed in 
rigid classifications, even in a great and 
highly disciplined organization. (Put- 
nam.)

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COLORADO COAL BARONS 
The suggestion of the President that a three- 


ee 
year armistice be agreed to in the Colorado coal 


strike had a force which no disinterested citizen 
can withstand. 

It proposed that, without reference to old, em- 
bittered controversies, this disquieting menace 
to public order and prosperity in the West should 
be removed at this time of peouliar delicacy and 
peril, leaving their merits to be determined at a 
happier time by a Federal commission of arbi- 
tration. 

The suggestion, backed by the authority of the 
President himself, was conveyed to coal operators. 
It was urged on their representatives by Mr. Wil- 
son in person in an interview at the White 
House, The letter in which 43 operators, produc- 
ing 70 per cent of the Colorado output, replied 
made a blunt, flat refusal. 

The letter is based entirely on the old, ex-parte 
controversies which men of reason and patriot- 
ism would have waived under present conditions. 
it ignores high-handediy, sweepingly, the revolu- 
tion in conditions affecting the welfare of the 
country that has taken place since the issues they 
stubbornly and stupidly revive arose. Particu- 
larly insolent is their charge that the President 
of the United States would not give them a square 
deal and that the Federal mediators would be 
partisans of the strikers. 

Square-deal mediation is the very thing these 
men don’t want. Any arbitrator who is not 
owned by them, who does not accept implicitly 
their narrow, prejudiced view, must necessarily 
be a partisan of the other side. The only Gov- 
ernment action acceptable to them is action that 
will send troops into sthke districts at public ex- 
pense to overawe workers who insist on having 
an American workingman’s rights. 

Conservation, overshadowed temporarily by 
other issues, is given new life by these pre- 
sumptuous coal) barons. If the Government had 
not permitted them te have unrestricted title to 
the coal lands of the people, out of which they 
have made millions, ‘t would not now be left with 
only feeble measures for curbing their insolence.

THE ALASKAN COAL DEBATE. 


Senator Borah and others oppose the pending 
bill proposing that the Government’s cqal lands 
in Alaska shall be leased to operators on a roy- 
alty basis. 

Their argument is that the people collectively 
haven't any right to engage in the coal mining 
business even indirectly, but have the right to 
sell the coal fields outright. 

We fail to perceive much force in that argu- 
ment. If the people collectively nave a right to 
own those lands—and they do own them—why 
haven't they a right to lease them, just as any 
private owner might do without his right to do 
so being questioned? In the last analysis, they 
have a clear right to operate mines when public 
necessity requires it. The conditions in Western 
mines suggest that this necessity may arise in 
the near future.

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NO SECOND TERM ISSUE. 


Sound sense and sound patriotism are displayed 
in equal parts by President Wilson when he re- 
fuses his consent to a second-term indorsement by 
the New Jersey Democrats. 

We can well believe that the President feels, 
as Secretary Tumulty said in bis letter to Mr. 
Grosscup, that such an inudorsement “might seem 
as if he were taking advantage of the extraordi- 
nary situation now existing to gain some personal 
advantage’ and that he “shrinks from it as some- 
thing that might embarrass him rather than help 
him.” The President's most irreconcilable op- 
povent will not accuse him of playing partisan 
or personal politics at this critical time. He has 
even gone so far as to cance] all engagements 
to deliver speeches during the campaign and is 
devoting all his energies to the difficult problems 
which confront the American Government by rea- 
son ofea war which we had nothing to do with 
starting, but which has made us one of its vic- 
tims. 

The President has endeavored to make him- 
self as neutral in politics as the Government is 
neutral in a world war, and while he must 
naturally hope for 21 House of Representatives 
that will uphold his bands, nobody can charge him 
witb partisan activity. He is the “man on the 
job,” the President of the United States. not the 
President of the Democratic party. 

This is a position that he can wel! afford to 
maintain. A second-term indorsement from bis 
own State is a compliment that any President 
would appreciate. Had there been no war, had his 
position been less delicate in dealing with af- 
faire of state, the proposed action in New Jersey 
might well have been taken. The opinion to 
Which the New Jersey Democrats intended 
to give formal expression is practically the 
unanimous Democratic opinion of the country. 
The Democratic party is virtually a unit on the 
question of Mr. Wilson’s renomination—his re- 
election. :

The city’s total revenue has increased from

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The Even- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted financial! 

review today, says: 

“There was a good deal in the war 
news to excite comment today aid 
little else was discussed in the finan- 
cial markets but the news that the 
Bank of England was contemplating 
further relief measures for those in- 
terests which may find themselves 
embarrased by the termination of 
the moratorium was receivea with 
satisfaction. 

“International bankers have feared 
for some time that unpleasant de- 
velopments might follow a modifica- 
tion of the moratorium and some- 
thing would have to be done for the 
relief of people who could not collect 
what was due them in Germany. This 
situation has been virtually provided 
for by the announcement that the 
bank would extend special assistance 
in cases where it was really needed, 
and that the courts could be depended 
upon to deal leniently with people 
whose business interests had been 
upset by the disturbance ecaused y 
the war, and the impossibility of se- 
curing remittances from Germany. 

“These announcements, which were 
discussed in private dispatches fvr 
the last day or two, were amplified 
today so that international bankers 
had a pretty acaurate knowledge: a8 
to what the new relief measures 
would mean when London modified 
the terms of the moratorium 10 days 
hence. 

Situation Is Improving. 

“The development explained the ac- 
tion of various foreign banks in offer- 
ing to inake large advances to Wall 
street institutions within the last few 
days. The move shows conclusively 
that the situation at London is improv- 
ing and that if no further setbacks are 
encountered it will be possible for the 
.ondon banking interests to resume 
business on the old lines soon again. 
All this has no little influence on the 
situation here, and will go far to reas- 
sure those who have been fearful about 
making even a beginning towards re- 
suming business on normal lines again. 

‘Advices from the English market 
showed. also that there was fairly 
broad trading in high-grade securities 
there, although ovly on a cash. basis 
and with certain restrictions. 

“Some of the largest banking houses 
here, which have many clients abroad, 
have received partial assurances from 
foreign holders of American securities 
that they are not disturbed about their 
investments and that they do not care 
to dispose of them even if opportunities 
for doing so should be afforded. 

“These advices are in line with what 
other bankers have received from vari- 
ous clients in Europe, and indicate 
Clearly enough that the attitude of 
many’ European holders of our stocks 
and . bonds. inay misunder- 
stood. 


have been 
Bank Return Is Good. 

“The New York banks made an 
excellent showing in today’s weekly 
return. The striking feature was the 
reduction of $8,795,500 in the deficit 
reported by the banks alone. This 
stands now at $22,761,000—the small- 
est shortage shown since the deficit 
period began-—and comparing with 
the high figure of $43,389,000 report- 
ed on Aug. 15 last. 

“The banks and trust companies of 
the clearing house reported a joint 
reduction of the deficit of $7,674,700 
The banks alone showed a cash gain 
for the week of $6,885,000, and re- 
ported $7,545,000 increase in circula- 
tion, due to the taking out of more 
emergency notes. The loan reduction 
was $7,084,000 . 

“The statement as a whole was 
much the best that the banks have 
shown since the European war dis- 
turbance, and must have a very fa- 
vorable effect upon sentiment. The 
deficit now stands at just about half 
what it was six weeks ago, in spite 
of the large financing incident to 
the New York City loan operation, 
and other heavy payments: of the 
period. 

“There was a further advance of 1,4 
per cent in the New York City 38-vear 
notes, and the market for all of the 
three issues appeared to be broadening. 
The demand for these notes has come 
from all parts of the country, and 
shows plainly that individual investors 
as well as the banks are ready to in- 
vest in really high-grade securities run- 
ning for short periods and carrying a 
high interest rate. 

“Although there has not been any 
broad trading in bonds under the re- 
strictions imposed by the Stock Ex- 
change, there has been fair buying of 
some of the municipal issues that have 
been in broad demand. ever since the 
income tax law took effect.’’

WITH DOWNWARD DRIFT 


—Corn and Oats Also Seek 
a Lower Level. 


SATURDAY’S COMPARATIV: FUTURE QUOTATIONS. 


Reported oy St. Louls Merchants’ 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 2. 
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Wheat futures broke nearly 2 cents 
a bushel Saturéay, following Liver- 
pool cables which closed 2a to 24d 
down. Corn also lost a severe frac- 
tion, and oats were easier. 

Broomhall’s official 
cable said: 

“Wheat opened with pressure and 
l1%d to 1%d decline and later fur- 
ther declined 1d. with the undertone 
heavy. Easier Manitoba offers and 
expectations of further increase in 
North American vésible this week, to- 
gether with smaller general inquiry, 
freer American offers and increased 
pressure of supplies here helped the 
decline. Spot markets were lower 
and offers for forward shipments are 
larger. There is talk here of ship- 
ments from Russia soon. 

“Corn opened 4d to 14 lower and 
later further decilned %d for Sep- 
tember with the undertone easy. Ex- 
pectations of larger world’s ship- 
ments this week and freer Plate of- 
fers, with better weather in Argen- 
tine helped the decline. 

“A report received here from Ger- 
many says that the harvest was be- 
low expectations and food supply is 
scarce. I cannot think there is any 
actual scarcity in either wheat or 
rye, because these were secured be- 
fore the war or soon after, and this 
country grows nearly enough for 12 
months’ consumption, and therefore 
it would be unreasonable to expect 
a scarcity with only a few weeks of 
hostility. The story of the new crop 
will be different, owing to the scarc- 
ity of labor.” 

Expected enlargement of the domestic 
visible supply total Monday  handi- 
capped the bulls today in wheat. No 
important rallies took place, and the 
market closed easy. 

Arrivals of wheat at primary were 
heavy following an aggregate of 2,839,- 
000 bushels yesterday, as against 1,686,000 
bushels for the corresponding 2% hours 
a year ago. Another bearish circum- 
stance in this connection was the fact 
that Northwestern stocks showed an in- 
crease of about 4,500,000 bushels for the 
week, compared with 2,040,000 bushels 
last year. The outlook adverse to the 
bulls was made more so by absence of 
export business, no sales to foreigners 
being reported. 

Difficulty in arranging by exchange 
was said to be the only impediment to 
larger shipments of wheat from Winni- 
peg to Europe. The transatlantic call 
for cheap cargoes from Canada, how- 
ever, Was a discouragement rather than 
a stimulus to holders here.

SORT WORTH, Tex., Sept. 26.—Believ- 
ing implicitly that the Millenium, or 
“thousand years’ reign of Christ,” will 
dawn on Oct. 1 or on any day within 
six months thereafter; that in the same 
period the Jews will have+ been restored 
to world-rule d the end of the world 
completed, and that, likewise, 144,000 be- 
lievers—‘‘the Lord’s elect’’—-will paps 
from mortality to eternal life on the 
spirit plan, 600 delegates to the south- 
western convention of the International 
Bible Students’ Association here haive 
sung praises to the Deity and held testi- 
monial meetings, cheerful and reveren- 
tial, heralding the great change as cause 
for rejoicing rather than for fear or 
terror. 

According to Pastor C. T. Russell ot 
the Brooklyn, Washington and Londen 
temples, and president of the associa- 
tion, the European war marks the be- 
ginning of the end of Gentile rule on 
earth. Oct. 1, he believes, is the date 
upon which the fulfillment of the restor- 
ation or “harvest’’ of the Jews, to use 


a biblical term, will become apparent— 


or within six months thereafter. 


faithful to the gospel as preached by! 


1, passing into immortality, while the 
unfaithful will remain on earth, with 
the hope of living, after death, in a 
world to come, with yet a chance to 
work out their salvation from everlast- 
ing death. 

With these serious beliefs and antict- 
pations, some of the members of the as- 
sociations are preparing cheerfully to 
die.
